The Beaver Theatre is tied up in litigation as the owner is 
currently suing several local businesses and the township 
of Minden Hills over alleged faulty construction. 

Fionnuala Martin, owner and operator of the Beaver The- 
atre, which has been closed since December, 2009 due to 
flooding, is seeking $28 million in damages, alleging dam- 
age to the theatre was a result of negligence on behalf of the 
defendants, preventing Martin from commencing or con- 
tinuing operations at the theatre. 

Martin alleges that damage to the building was a direct 
or indirect result of the negligence, breach of contract 
and misrepresentations of Rob Luke of Luke Contracting. 
According to the claim, Martin, who bought the theatre in 
March 2008 to retrofit the old building into an arts centre, 
alleges Luke misrepresented his qualifications, failed to 
hire competent and qualified individuals to renovate and 
retrofit the building, failed to supervise and failed to recog- 
nize faulty workmanship among other things. 

In addition to suing Luke, Martin has filed a lawsuit 
against the Township of Minden Hills and local businesses 
Lloyd Ackerblade Construction, Rob Wilbee Excavating, 
McColl’s Residential HVAC Design, Granite Ridge Heat- 
ing, HP Super Store, Kernohan Construction, Miners Bay 
Plumbing, North Steel, Daniel Electric and Wilcox Archi- 
tects.

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Severe storm cuts 
power for two 
days in Dorset

A severe thunderstorm the night of Sept. 21 left some 
15,000 households in the Dorset and Huntsville area 
without power. 

The storm, which pounded Haliburton County just 
after 7 p.m. last Tuesday evening, caused widespread 
damage and power outages in areas north of Toronto 
extending into Muskoka and Georgian Bay. 

While hydro crews were on the ground almost imme- 
diately to fix problem, some residents of the Dorset area 
were without electricity until Thursday night. 

According to Hydro One’s media relations depart- 
ment, about 1,500 customers in the Dorset and Hunts- 
ville region went without electricity for approximately 
two days. 

It is thought that most of the power outages came as 
the result of micro bursts - essentially miniature torna- 
does - that can easily down a group of trees or hydro 
poles. 

The company said about 46,000 customers in Geor- 
gian Bay also lost power.

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Phony emails may be trying to discredit candidate 


Brigitte Gall, candidate for Minden 
Hills’s Ward 1, thinks emails are 
aimed at discrediting her

It seems that someone is trying to sabotage Brigitte Gall’s 
election campaign. 

Gall, who is running for one of two councillor seats 
in Minden Hills’s Ward 1 as part of the Vision 2010 Team 
headed by reeve candidate and current Ward 2 Councillor 
Barb Reid, said she discovered on the weekend that some- 
one had been sending out emails that seemed designed to 
look like they were coming from her. 

“Friends of mine emailed me Friday to say we just 
received this strange email,’ she told the Times Monday. 

The Times also received a copy of that email on the 
morning of Sept. 24. It read, “Slate? What slate? We're just 
a group of four people with like-minded thinking. Copy of 
original email attached.” 

The attached email was one that Gall had sent out in 
May, stating her intention to run for council. On the cop- 


ied email, the words “slate, 
circled. 

The email sent to an unknown number of people last Fri- 
day did not come from Gall. 

That email came from the email address galhasgall@ 
gmail.com. Gall’s email address, meanwhile, is girlhas- 
gall@sympatico.ca. 

“Ttis a clear attempt to discredit me and misrepresent my 
intentions,’ Gall wrote in an email titled “The real Brigitte 
Gall here,” sent to a number of community members early 
Monday afternoon. 

“The sender is trying to draw attention to the fact that I 
used the word ‘slate’ in my letter - a word that, of late in 
Minden Hills, has been co-opted to mean something 
undemocratic and somehow reprehensible,’ she wrote. 

“Words aside,” Gall’s email continues, “what frustrates 
me most about his recent incident is that people I have 
heard back from believed that this email came from me. To 
the person who sent this, or anyone who had knowledge 
of it, you have wasted my time, the time and efforts of peo- 
ple who have brought this to my attention, as well as the 
time and efforts of the OPP. You have threatened personal 
relationships I have with members of this community and 
threatened the privacy and personal information of the 
people who responded, or are responding to you now.’ 

Gall said that when she approached the OPP about the 
emails, she was told it was “dirty pool,” but that it would

take a response from the individual who appears to be 
impersonating Gall for a charge of impersonation to be 
raised.

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Geothermal invention first of its kind

Anew member of the geothermal heating and cooling fam- 
ily is the first patent of its kind to enter the world market. 

And it was invented in Haliburton County. 

Developed and released in late August, Lima-1 is the first 
geothermal transfer system to be created under the new Lim- 
nion product line, created by Heat-Line CEO and founder 
Lorne Heise. 

Located in Carnarvon and known for their work in water 
pipe freeze protection, Heat-Line recently entered the geo- 
thermal market with a system aimed at extracting energy from. 
the water used to heat and cool your home. 

Like a geothermal lake loop, the Lima-1 system works for 
lakes, rivers, ponds and oceans and has been engineered to 
work with the ecosystem. 

‘The system features a design unlike a loop system and is a 
compact and lightweight unit constructed using a hexagonal 
barrel shape. Made using modern polymers, the unit is con- 
structed without the use of metal. 

According to Fraser Newton, project manager for the Lim- 
nion product line, “the unit is suitable for six-ton capacities 
and 1/600 of the size of a lake loop.” 

“Tt suspends itself harmlessly within the lake water 
anchored with a 100-pound ball of which only the bottom four 
inches is in contact with the lake bottom,’ he said 

“The heat pumps sip electrical energy to power a compres- 
sor, circulating pumps and control circuits.” 

The unit, said Newton, contains approximately 30 litres of 
propylene glycol heat exchange fluid, compared to a loop sys- 
tem, which contains approximately 300 litres of heat exchange 
fluid. 

According to Gareth Goodchild, senior habitat biologist 
with the Department of Fisheries and Oceans, propylene gly- 
col is the preferred heat exchange fluid for environmental, 
health and safety reasons, as opposed to methanol, ethyl alco- 
hol or Freon, which are unsafe for fish and fish habitats. 

With a footprint of less than one square foot, Newton argues 
that the unit has a far lesser impact on the environment than 
does a map or loop system situated on the bottom of a lake.

“There have been major improvements in the design and 
construction of geothermal heat pumps,’ said Newton. “There 
have also been improvements in loop exchanger design.” 

A permit is not required by the Ministry of the Environment 
to install a lake loop, however, a document outlining best prac- 
tices and regulations has been put into place and can be found 
on the MOE website. 

During his tenure with the DFO, which exceeds 20years, 
Goodchild says he has yet to deal with a negative issue as a 
result of a geothermal lake loop. 

Established to handle any environmental emergencies, 
whether it be a spill to air, land or water, or a drinking water 
incident, the MOE emergency response is built around the 
Spills Action Centre (SAC) that provides a provincewide, 24- 
hour service for reporting and responding to emergencies. 

SAC triggers a response by MOE emergency staff anywhere 
across the province to a reported spill or other emergency, if 
necessary. 

According to a SAC representative, “there has been only one 
documented spill reported to the MOE related to geothermal 
lake loops. 

“The spill was of approximately 90 litre of glycol/water solu- 
tion called ‘loopanal’ to a river. Even though the product has 
been shows to be non-toxic to the environment, the MOE 
required the spill to be cleaned up and the cause of the spill 
to be fixed. The company that installed the geothermal lake 
loop system carried out the cleanup of the spill and effectively 
replaced the faulty components causing the spill.” 

According to Newton, since its release, the Lima-1 has been 
met with positive reviews and an overwhelming demand. 

“Our initial production run sold out,’ said Newton. “We are 
now booking orders from Canada and USA for the next pro- 
duction run. We're receiving orders from as far away as Aus- 
tralia. 

“We're also pursuing the development of related products 
including controls and monitoring systems and high efficien- 
cy flow pumps.”

It has been a tense election campaign in Minden Hills at 
times and Robinson said he is not one for finger-pointing. 
“When the candidates started to run, there was a lot of 
criticism,’ he said, explaining that he’d always been taught

He is hoping his financial background and willingness 
to work with others will resonate with voters and said he 
also thinks it's crucial for the township to decide how it is 
going to go about precipitating economic growth.

Michael Fay loves mining for Haliburton 
County’s lost history and turning what he 
finds into performance art. 

Fay, a retired City of Toronto employee- 
cum-playwright, spoke to a crowd at the 
Minden Hills Cultural Centre on Sept. 24 
as part of the Haliburton Highlands Artist 
Chat series by the Haliburton Highlands 
Arts Council. 

Fay has completed five plays in the past 
years, all of them based on some hidden 
gem of the county’s history and set, at least 
partially, in the Highlands. 

Never Such Innocence Again, Fay's first 
play, which told a story looping together 
the themes of industrialism and war, pitting 
war mongers against peace advocates and 
using characters working and living in and 
around Haliburton County, was set against 
the backdrop of polarizing Canadian his- 
torical figure Sir Sam Hughes's quest to buy 
up farm land around Eagle Lake. 

Fay, who said he loves doing the his- 
torical research that precedes his writing, 
said it was “the structure of a situation that 
would hold the emotion I wanted to work 
with.” 

Never Such Innocence Again was recently 
chosen by Theatre Ontario to be part of an 
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Playwright Michael Fay gives a talk on 
bringing history to the stage at the Minden 
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anthology that is to be published by Play- 
wrights Canada Press in 2011. 

As Fay explained, the play had begun as a 
short story in 2002 and he ended up writing 
some 10 drafts. 

“Tt was then I noticed there would always 
be someone in the audience who knows 
more about your play than you do,” Fay 
said, explaining that he’d had people cor- 
recting him about army insignia and other 
historical details. 

The playwright is now on a cycle produc- 
ing a play a year, with the works being per- 
formed in the summers. 

“I feel blessed to be in a part of Ontario 
that has a history of theatre in the mak- 
ing,’ Fay said, adding that he always enjoys 
working with and watching the young peo- 
ple who direct and star in his plays. 

Some have even gone on to complete 
degrees in theatre. 

While he admits he has no musical abil- 
ity of his own, Fay is a huge fan of music, 
particularly of jazz from the first half of the 
19th century, and said with this summer’s 
The Golden Slipper, he relished in select- 
ing the 1930s jazz standards that would 
become part of the play, performed by local 
quartet Jazz Kitchen. 

Music will also figure largely into Fay’s 
next play, which he is working on now.

While he’s not yet written a single word, 
Fay knows the story is going to be set 
against the backdrop of Donald’s Stand- 
ard Chemical Company plant during the 
Second World War and feature two women 
with ambitions of becoming famous sing- 
ers. 

The writing of the play will likely include 
a lot of listening to The Andrews Sis- 
ters, which didn’t seem to bother him too 
much. 

Fay said he never ceases to be astounded. 
at the volume of hidden history in the High- 
lands. 

“People should just poke around like I do 
and bring it to life,” he said.

In his editorial in last week’s paper, Chad 
Ingram refers to my decision to allow voters 
to ask questions of an absent Gerald Bain as 
“incredibly poor” and suggests I caved to “peer 
pressure” in allowing those questions to be 
asked. His premise is that it was unfair to allow 
questions to a candidate who was not able to 
answer them. 

I would agree with that premise, were it 
to be true.

Instead of lambasting the Algonquin High- 
lands attendees, Mr. Ingram may wish to con- 
sider why people were so angry, and whether 
the real story is the arrogance and lack of 
accountability the questioners said led to their 
frustrations.

What is the Dondi Project? Dondi is a 
community in Angola, one of many African 
countries struggling to find peace, security 
and stable government in this new century. 
In 1914 Canadian missionaries founded a 
school at Dondi. It was called Lutano School 
and it was a success! The school flourished 
and eventually grew to be a brick building 
with two towers, arched windows and many 


classrooms. The school trained generations 
of leaders - doctors, teachers, nurses, social 
workers and ministers. The Lutano School 
at Dondi was a success story for 60 years. 

In 1975 civil war erupted in Angola result- 
ing in 500,000 deaths, thousands of refugees, 
many of whom have physical or psycholog- 
ical damage, and the closing of the Lutano 
School. The school building was looted and 
left as a shell, without windows or a roof. 

Canadian missionaries built this school 
and now it is the aim of the United Church 
of Canada Men’s Ministries Network to raise 
$1 million towards rebuilding this school to

Long-gun 
debate not 
over, Says 
Devolin

The long-gun registry may have been upheld last week, 
but the debate around it isn’t going away, local MP Barry 
Devolin said. 

After the private member's bill to scrap the registry died 
by a margin of two votes Wednesday, Sept. 22, the Conserv- 
ative government announced that eliminating the registry 
would be one of their election issues. 

“This issue has been with us for 15 years now and some 
people have asked me why I think it has been around that 
long. I think it’s because it touches people deeply on a cou- 
ple of levels. I don’t think that it’s going to go away,’ Devo- 
lin said. 

‘the registry “implicitly treats gun owners like criminals,” 
he said, which is why it has very little support from him and 
from rural ridings such as Haliburton-Kawartha Lakes- 
Brock. 

While many in favour of the registry say it reduces gun 
violence and gives law enforcement officers better infor- 
mation on which homes are likely to have weapons, Devo- 
lin says safety concerns can be addressed in ways that don’t 
impede on privacy, pointing to legislation for trigger locks 
and gun storage. 

The suggestion that the parties could work together to 
alter parts of the registry legislation (such as decriminal- 
izing honest mistakes on registry paperwork) rather than 
scrap it altogether is more political manoeuvring than an 
honest desire to help gun owners, Devolin said. 

“Quite frankly, I think that the suggestions to modify it 
both from the Liberals and the NDP were more about cre- 
ating political cover for their members who were flip-flop- 
ping,” he said. 

The Liberal party whipped several members to vote to 
maintain the registry, while some NDP members changed 
how they had historically voted. 

“This will be an issue in the next election and once again 
the voters will have an opportunity to weigh in on it,’ he 
said.

Martin gave no comment regarding the legal matter, 
however, she did confirm to the Times a lawsuit had been 
filed. 

The counterclaim is the result of a statement of claim 
filed by Luke against Martin for unpaid contracting fees, 
according to Luke's wife and business partner Sharon. 

According to Sharon, Martin owed Rob just less than 
$25,000 in unpaid fees. 

“We took her to court just to get our contracting money 
out of it,” said Sharon in an interview with the Times. 

The unpaid fees, said Sharon, resulted from a partner- 
ship that Rob and Martin had entered into through a ver- 
bal agreement. 

According to Martin’s counterclaim, the two entered 
into a joint venture that saw Rob hired on as project man- 
ager to complete necessary renovations to the building. In 
exchange for the work, once renovations were complete 
and operations commenced, Rob was entitled to 30 per 
cent of any profits made from the theatre. 

According to Sharon, the partnership between her hus- 
band and Martin was never agreed upon in writing. 

“We submitted [an invoice] for 10 per cent of his con- 
tracting fees,” said Sharon. “She refused to pay it and that’s 
when we went to the lawyer and we filed the claim .... So 
she counterclaimed.” 

In the counterclaim, Martin states that damage to the 
building was a result of negligent work on behalf of the 
subcontractors hired by Luke Contracting to renovate the 
building, including untrained and/or incompetent build- 
ing inspectors hired by the township who were not pro- 
vided with proper training. 

“She's claiming that Rob wasn’t qualified,” said Sharon. 
“He was qualified for what she hired him for. 

“She was claiming that he hired substandard trades. 
Every single one that he hired is certified in their own field. 
He’s worked with some of these people for years. There’s 
no reason to think on a job this big they'd slack off and do 
shoddy work. It was all inspected by Wilcox Architects. It 
was all inspected by the building inspector in town.” 

According to Minden Hills CAO Gerry Morrison, the 
township has received notice of the counterclaim, but has 


had no contact with the plaintiff. 

“We're in receipt of being named and have passed it on 
to our legal counsel,’ said Morrison. “They're in the proc- 
ess of gathering all the information and will then prepare 
a defense for us.” 

According to defendant Ted Robinson, owner of Granite 
Ridge Heating who worked on the heating and cooling in 
the building, the lawsuit is “bulls**t.” 

“Pretty well everybody that has worked on this job has 
done everything to code or better,’ said Robinson. 

“Anything that was done wasn’t made to withstand that 
kind of situation. It’s not even worrisome really.” 

In a written statement to the Times Hans Walter, presi- 
dent of North Steel, wrote “the accusation against our com- 
pany is they failed to properly locate and install the steel 
columns and steel beams and cut into the wooden cribbing 
of the roof. 

“Our position is that North Steel is in no fault because 
the location and the positioning of the steel columns and 
steel beams were given and marked out at the jobsite by 
the project manager. 

“Cutting into the wooden cribbing of the roof was done 
by the carpenter. 

“North Steel was responsible for fabricating and install- 
ing the steel members specified by the structural engineer, 
along with welding in the shop and on site to be done by 
welders certified by the Canadian Welding Bureau. 

“Since there is nothing mentioned that North Steel failed 
in their scope of work as outlined above we feel that we 
should not be part of this construction claim.” 

All other defendants listed in the claim wished not to 
comment on the matter or could not be reached at press 
time. 

According to Sharon, Martin hired contractor Abby Xerri 
to finish the project. 

Xerri confirmed to the Times he is currently the contrac- 
tor overseeing the project however could not comment on. 
its status for legal reasons. 

None of the allegations made against Martin or Luke has 
been proven in a court of law. 

The theatre has been closed since December due to 
flooding.

Brohman banks on passion, experience in trustee race

For 56 years of his life, Gary Brohman has stood at atten- 
tion for O Canada, starting in Grade 1 in his one-room 
schoolhouse and ending at Haliburton Highlands Second- 
ary School where he was principal until June of this year. 

To say education is in his blood is an understatement. 

And so, with the municipal elections falling on the heels 
of his retirement, Brohman decided to plunge back in - and 
offer his name for Haliburton County public school trus- 
tee. 

“I gave it long, long thought,’ Brohman said. 

“I talked to some former board members and I decided 
this was the right thing in my journey after [being princi- 
pal] for 17 years and working in education for 38. I thought 
this would be the right step in my journey to continue to 
provide service for Haliburton County,” he said. 

His platform hinges on what he’s always been known for: 
his passion for education, his long history at Haliburton 
High and his innate leadership ability. 

“I'm passionate and I’m experienced - 38 years of expe- 
rience - I’m not afraid to speak my mind,” he said. 

Quick to praise his opponent - Valerie Smith - on her 10 
years of work as the local trustee, Brohman said his nom- 
ination is about what he can bring to the job, not about 
Smith’s performance. 


“She's a wonderful supporter [of Haliburton] and has 
been a great ally to me as principal,” Brohman said of 
Smith. “I've known her for 10 years as principal. She’s been 
a wonderful ally for our school system, but in the demo- 
cratic process I’m putting my name forth. ... I believe my 
experience at the table of problem-solving and listening is 
a valuable asset for Haliburton County parents, Haliburton 
County students and Haliburton County staff,’ he said. 

If elected, Brohman wants to continue with many of the 
initiatives already underway with the board, including 
character education and the late busing program. 

The challenge will be retaining dollars for rural students 
in a province where growth is only happening in urban 
areas. “We are rural and rural kids deserve every opportu- 


nity and extra funding should be available for rural Ontario 
children,” he said. 

Despite his very short retirement, Brohman said he has 
the energy and he’s ready for the challenge of trusteeship. 

“T think the four-letter word besides ‘love’ is ‘work’ - work 
your love and love your work. I like the word work and I like 
... the passionate part I have for education, after being in it 
so long, and ifI am elected, won’t be shut down. I can con- 
tinue to bring forth a strong, passionate voice to education 
for Haliburton County,” he said. 

Voters will be receiving kits in the mail shortly with bal- 
lots not only for local politicians, but school board trus- 
tees. Ballots can be mailed in or deposited at the munici- 
pal office.

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HHHS board 
considers full 
smoking ban

The Haliburton Highlands Health Serv- 
ices board is considering a complete smok- 
ing ban on HHHS properties. 

‘The concept of banning smoking from all 
areas of HHHS properties was brought up 
at a board meeting, the first of the organi- 
zation’s 2010/11 season, on Sept. 23. 

“Why can’t we say no smoking on cor- 
porate property?” asked board member 
Warren Arseneau as he put forward the 
motion. 

Arseneau said such a policy would make 
it clear to the public that the board is on 
the side of smoking cessation. 

“It's a leadership issue,” he said. 

Board member Bram Lebo was unsure 
if such a policy wouldn't cause some of 
HHHS's long-term residents, perhaps par- 
ticularly those with mental illness, some 
distress. 

Dr. Norm Bottum, president of medi- 
cal staff, said this was a myth, but said the 
big problem with such a rule would be 
enforcement and suggested that perhaps 
the organization look at partnering with 
the county’s bylaw department. 

At this point in time, HHHS CEO Paul 
Rosebush confirmed, there are no long- 
term residents who smoke, but said there 
are staff members who do. 

Board member Hugh Nichol had con- 
cerns with the idea and pointed to the 
school board’s banning of smoking on 
board property that had left students and 
faculty who smoke smoking on the side- 
walk, or elsewhere off school property. 

“T don't know about that,’ Nichol said. 

Jayne Kennedy said it was important 
that the board be supportive of people in 


imberlost « 


their efforts to quit smoking and suggested 
the matter was more complicated than 
it appeared and questioned whether an 
immediate ban on smoking was the way 
to go. 

Board chairman Dale Robinson said he 
knew from experience that the implemen- 
tation of a such a policy could be compli- 
cated. 

Board vice-chairman Len Logozar, who 
joined the meeting by telephone, said staff 
members who smoke might need time to 
adjust to such a bylaw and suggested that a 
date ofa year or so from now be set for the 
policy change. 

Chief of staff Dr.Steve Ferracuti said he 
thought the motion was premature at this 
point and board member Lisa Kerr, chair- 
woman of the quality committee, said 
she'd like to see a briefing note on the sub- 
ject before any decisions were made. 

Board members resolved to table the 
motion until a later meeting and give Rose- 
bush time to consult with staff about the 
possible policy change. 

Currently, smoking is not permitted 
within nine metres of doorways of HHHS 
buildings. 

‘The meeting also heard reports from the 
board’s various committees. 

The organization seems to be in health 
financial shape and had a surplus for last 
year. 

Rosebush said HHHS's ultrasound serv- 
ice, new this summer, is being well used 
with 17 or 18 patients a day. 

Haliburton Highlands Health Services 
Foundation executive director Dale Walker 
said the foundation's golf tournament and 
radiothon fundraisers during the summer 
had been successful and said the founda- 
tion was looking to replace $140,000 worth 
of medical equipment at HHHS facilities 
this year.

Creating a healthier 
Haliburton County

There is no reason Haliburton County 
can’t be a healthy and vibrant community 
centred around walking and bicycling. 

This was the message from Gil Penalosa, 
executive director of 8-80 Cities, formerly 
Walk and Bike for Life, a Canadian non- 
profit organization dedicated to helping 
create healthier communities, as he spoke 
to a crowd at the Minden Hills Community 
Centre on Sept. 23. 

“People always have excuses why the 
don’t walk or they don’t bike,’ Penalosa 
told the room as he embarked on a digital 
slide presentation. 

Often these excuses involve uncomfort- 
able temperatures or lack of time, but they 
are, at the the end of the day, just excuses, 
he said. 

He argued that biking and walking, both 
human-powered modes of transporta- 
tion, were vastly superior to public transit, 
which billions of dollars is invested into. 

“Public transit is never going to pick you 
up at your house and drop you at your des- 
tination,” Penalosa said. 

The key to creating healthier communi- 
ties, he said, is in urban planning and an 
evolution away from planning commu- 
nities around the use of the automobile, 
which has dominated the way cities are 
designed for generations. 

And the transformation won't come over 
night. 

“Change is hard,’ Penalosa said. “Change 
is hard in Copenhagen. Change is hard in 
Haliburton.” 

Penalosa referred to Copenhagen, an 
extremely pedestrian- and bicycle-friendly 


city, anumber of times during his presen- 
tation. In the Danish city, there are tiered 
parking garages for bicycles the way most 
cities have parking lots for cars. Special 
lanes for bicycles, built between sidewalks 
and roadways are the norm. 

“Pedestrian and cycling infrastructure is 
a symbol of respect for people,’ Penalosa 
said. 

Pedestrian-oriented communities are 
also better for commerce, he said, since 
people are out and about. There is a greater 
chance someone on foot or on a bike will 
venture into a shop than a person driving 
ina car. 

“When all of these come together, that’s 
when you get healthy and vibrant commu- 
nities,” he said. 

And it's healthy and vibrant communi- 
ties, Penalosa said, that will enjoy the most 
prosperity in the future. 

“People are going to come if we have 
something that is different,’ he said. “Ina 
globalized world, the best people can live 
anywhere they want to.” 

Attendee Jim Blake wanted to know how 
Haliburton County, which has a popula- 
tion much, much lower than any of the 
examples Penalosa used in his presenta- 
tion, could go about becoming the kind of 
community he was talking about. 

Penalosa said the bed and breakfast he 
was staying at had no sidewalk in front 
of it, which automatically decreased the 
chance of anyone staying there going out 
for a walk, particularly in the dark. 

Putting sidewalks where there are not 
sidewalks would be a way for Haliburton 
County to start to progress towards becom- 
ing a healthier community, he said. 

“This is something that can happen any- 
where.” 

The talk was hosted by Haliburton Coun- 
ty’s Communities in Action committee.

Art lovers of all types will have plenty 
to wet their palates with at the 23rd an- 
nual Haliburton County Studio Tour as 
more than 25 artists showcase their work 
throughout the Highlands on the weekends 
of Oct. 2-3 and Oct. 9-10. 

Among the plethora of talented artists 
to choose from is Rose Pearson, an up-and- 
coming painter who has found a comfort- 
able spot as a fixture on the tour. 

Pearson, who recently received an 
emerging artist grant from the Ontario Arts 
Council, believes her career as a serious 
artist can be closely linked with her initial 
involvement with the tour. 

“T’ve been in the county for 11 years and 
on the tour for 10 years,” said Pearson. 

“Thave been doing this seriously since I 
started the studio tour.” 

Trained as a high school art teacher, 
Pearson worked throughout Canada, 
spending a number of years in Alberta 
before eventually making her way back to 
Ontario. Upon her return to the province, 
the Haliburton studio tour piqued her inter- 
est. 

“When I moved to the community I 
went on [the tour] that first fall,” said Pear- 
son. “It’s a beautiful area, we drove around, 
we checked out all the studios. I was the 
observer. We said this is a part of the county, 
let’s see what it’s all about.” 

Soon after discovering the tour, the 
artist applied to be included the following 
year. 

“The timing just worked out well be- 
cause I had taken a partial leave from teach- 
ing full time to go part time so that I could 
paint,” said Pearson. “I thought the tour 
would be a way of exhibiting my work.”

full-time mom and artist, in that order. The 
painter primarily works with acrylic paint, 
using unique materials such as Japanese 
and Indian paper. 

“For the last year I’ve been working on 
this body of work that exhibited at Chapel 
Gallery [in Bracebridge] this summer,” said 
Pearson. “I will continue to work on it for 
another year and then next summer it will 
be on exhibit at the Agnes Jamieson [Gal- 
lery].” 

The exhibit Pearson is describing is 
called A Teapot Story and revolves around a 
child’s silver toy teapot. 

Every day since May 1, 2009, Pearson 
has been taking a photograph of a silver tea- 
pot in different surroundings. Pearson then 
made a sketch of the daily digital image

in her sketchbook, recording the date and 
any other information that she wanted to 
remember from that day. Sometimes it was 
a description of what attracted her to taking 
the picture, more often it was an anecdote 
of the circumstances from which the picture 
emerged. 

“T’ve done 13 paintings so far and I 
have another at least 10 to do maybe more,’ 
said Pearson. “It’s based on this teapot 
that you'll see reoccurring in my paintings. 
Now I’m working with those photographs 
I took.” 

Pieces from the exhibit can currently be 
seen strewn across the studio, each finding 
a spot to sit before being included in the 
upcoming tour.

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Other art visitors on the tour can expect to 
see are Pearson’s pieces revolving around rab- 
bits, cats, birds and flowers. 

Along with Pearson’s work those planning 
to stop at her studio will be treated to Blackbird 
Pottery, the work of local potter April Gates, who 
is spending her second season on the tour as a 
guest artist in Pearson’s studio. 

“We have the option of having guest artists,” 
said Pearson. “I approached April last year about 
being in my studio. I love her work and thought 
it was a nice complement to mine.” 

“Being a guest artist on the studio tour with 
painter Rose Pearson is an honour as I have 
always admired Rose’s work,” wrote Gates in 
an email. “I first experienced the studio tour in 
2002, my first year in Haliburton. Rose’s studio 
was my first stop. The experience of viewing 
such distinctive and personal work resonated 
and left a lasting impression on me.” 

“When asked to be an official guest, I 
couldn’t turn down the opportunity. I continue 
to be inspired by Rose’s practice as an artist and 
educator. Oh, and did I mention the yummiest 
ginger cookies I’ve ever had?” 

Gates describes Blackbird Pottery as an im- 
age-based, contemporary, decorative /functional, 
moody and whimsical line of work.

is still a lot to do,” he said, describ- 
ing how many of the tour artists 
will be creating work to show the 
creative process. 

Each studio is represented by 
a letter from the alphabet with the 
exception of L this year due to a 
recent decision to not be part of 
the tour by metal works artist Leo 
Sepa. 

It has never been the intention 
of the collective to always have 
as many studios as letters and the 
tour likely won’t exceed the alpha- 
bet to ensure high quality artists.

Halloween parties are a staple 
of many late October social calen- 
dars. 

While the days leading up to 
Halloween are often spent work- 
ing on the perfect costume, Hal- 
loween party hosts also must find 
the right foods to put guests in 
that Halloween mood.

Halloween hosts hoping to 
please their guests’ palates should 
consider the following recipe for 
pumpkin cookies with cream 
cheese frosting, courtesy of the 
Food Network. 


Pumpkin cookies 
with cream cheese frosting 


Makes approximately 3 dozen 
cookies 


For the cookies: 

1 cup sugar 

2 sticks unsalted butter, soft- 
ened 

2 tablespoons Maple syrup 

2 eggs 

1 cup canned pumpkin 

11/2 teaspoons ground cinna- 
mon 

1/2 teaspoon ground all spice 

1/4 teaspoon freshly grated 
nutmeg 

Pinch ground cloves 
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Panphin cookies: a palite pleaser 


21/2 cups flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
Pinch of salt 


For the frosting: 

2 (8-ounce) packages cream 
cheese 

1 cup confectioners sugar 

1/4 cup milk 

1 tablespoon vanilla extract 

Zest of one lemon 


For garnish: 
Whole pecans 


Preheat the oven to 350 de- 
grees F. In a mixer, fitted with a 
paddle, cream the sugar and the 
butter until light and fluffy. Add 
the maple syrup and eggs. Mix to 
incorporate. Add the pumpkin and 
mix to incorporate. 


Sift together the flour, baking 
powder, salt, cinnamon, allspice, 
nutmeg and cloves. Add the dry 
ingredients to the batter and mix 
well. Drop rounded tablespoon- 
fuls onto ungreased cookie sheets. 
Bake for 10 minutes, or until light- 
ly golden brown around the edges. 
Cool on racks. When cool, ice with 
the cream cheese frosting. 


For the frosting: 

In a mixer, fitted with a pad- 
dle, add the cream cheese. Beat 
until light and fluffy. Beat in the 
powdered sugar until smooth. 
Add milk and vanilla. Beat until 
smooth. If frosting is too thick, thin 
with a little more milk. Fold in the 
lemon zest. When cookies are cool 
spread with some of the frosting. 
Garnish with a whole pecan.

assembly. 

To make the rice medley, in 
two saucepans bring 2 cups of 
water in each to a boil with 1/2 
teaspoon salt in each pan. Add one 
type of rice to each pan, return to 
a boil, cover, and decrease the heat 
to low. Simmer until tender, about 
30 minutes. Transfer both types of 
rice to one sheet pan and rake with 
a fork to separate the grains. 

While the rice is cooking, heat 
2 tablespoons olive oil in a saute 
pan. Add the onion with a pinch 
of salt and saute for about 5 min- 
utes, until golden. Add the celery, 
shallot and apples and saute for 
another 3 minutes. Add the thyme, 
sage and cranberries and saute for 
2 minutes more. Deglaze the pan 
with 2 tablespoons of water. 

Ina large bowl, combine the 
vegetable-apple mixture with the 
rice. Taste the mixture, as you may 
need to add a pinch of two or salt. 

To assemble the dish, scoop 
the rice mixture into the squashes. 
Serve each squash topped with 
a sprinkling of the toasted pista- 
chios. Serve all on a platter or on 
individual plates as a main dish.

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No physician 
assistants for county

Haliburton County’s medical commu- 
nity will not be gaining the help of physi- 
cian assistants any time soon. 

At a Sept. 22 county council meeting, 
Algonquin Highlands Reeve Eleanor Har- 
rison, who sits on the county’s medical 
recruitment committee, reported that while 
the county had been approved for provin- 
cial funding for the hiring of two physician 
assistants, none had chosen to come to the 
county. 

Similar to nurse practitioners, physi- 
cian assistants are capable of performing 
some, but not all, of the functions of a doc- 
tor and have limited prescribing power as 
well. Physician assistants must work in an 
area where they are supervised by a fully 
licenced physician. 

As Harrison explained, while 21 physi- 
cian assistants had recently graduated from 


a new program at McMaster University, it 
appeared that most graduates had already 
found jobs. 

“They have to come to you,” Harrison 
said. “I have a suspicion they have chosen 
areas other than Haliburton County. It's 
their choice where they decide to go.” 

Harrison said there had been one grad- 
uate who had expressed some interest in 
moving to the county. 

The committee has also been toying with 
the idea of getting the county to hire a pro- 
fessional physician recruiter, a headhunter 
of sorts specializing in helping communi- 
ties bring doctors into the area. 

While Harrison said the issue of hiring a 
physician recruiter would likely be left up 
to the new county council in the new year, 
she suggested current council hear a pres- 
entation from the physician recruiter so it 
could make room in the 2011 budget for 
the position if members thought the idea 
was viable. 

For now, physician assistants are funded. 
through the province while the costs of hir- 
ing nurse practitioners fall to communities 
themselves.

ump shooting in the Highlands 


an early morning marsh or the excitement 

that comes when a flock of wild ducks circle 
and then pitch into your decoys. All I know for 
sure is that duck hunting gets in your blood. 

By the time you read this, the general water- 
fowl season will be open across Ontario. Here 
in most of Haliburton County it began on the 
18th. 

Traditionally, we duck hunters scout a good 
marsh, set up a blind, get there before first 
light, put out a few decoys and wait for legal 
shooting light and the morning flights to begin. 
Then we start calling and, if all goes right, we 
get a chance to pit our shooting skills against 
these graceful, fast-moving birds in hopes of 
collecting a meal or two. 

It’s a game that requires a boat or canoe, 
decoys, a good 12-gauge and more than a bit 
of skill with a shotgun and duck call. And no 
duck hunt is truly complete without a reliable 
retriever. 

But though these opportunities exist here 
in Haliburton County, we've also got a chance 
to try a different style of duck hunting called 
jump shooting. Using this method, wood 
ducks, mallards, blacks, ringnecks and geese 
can be taken - and every one provides fine 
table fare. 

This style of hunting is uniquely suited to 
Haliburton County because of the hundreds of 
small ponds and waterways where ducks can 
loaf undisturbed all day. Because our ducks 
are scattered throughout these areas, setting 
up decoys and a blind on any one pond is not 
too effective once you've disturbed the birds 


I: not sure ifit’s the sights and sounds of 


that use it. Things certainly get better when the 
migrators start coming through, right about 
the first week of November, but until that time 
jump shooting is the way to go. 

Essentially, you walk creek bottoms or from 
pond to pond looking to get close enough and 
flush any ducks residing in them. This proac- 
tive method can be productive throughout the 
day. 

Ina typical scenario, you'll sneak up to a 
pond, watch it, locate ducks and then slip in 
within shotgun range for the shot. If there are 
two or more hunters, one will flush the birds 
and the others will set up along likely escape 
routes and try to cut them off after they flush. 

It’s not classic duck hunting and it is some- 
times hard work, but it is also productive. On 
a good morning, if you hit the right waters, a 
limit can be easily taken. In fact, some of my 
best Haliburton waterfowling memories have 
come this way. 

One of the main issues with this method, 
however, is retrieval of birds. This is where a 
good retriever is worth its weight in gold. Hav- 
ing said that, I've known hunters to take along 
a good spin-casting rod and a few heavy cast- 
ing spoons or topwater lures to retrieve birds. 
Others simply swim for them - something I 
wouldn’t recommend at all. If none of those 
methods are to your liking, only shoot birds 
where you can retrieve them. 

The bottom line is, even though this county 
we live in isn’t classic duck country, good 
waterfowling can be had here. All it takes is 
a bit of effort and creativity and a few good 
ponds.
